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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-67 are pending. Claims 1-45 and 56-67 are still withdrawn from 
consideration as drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is again objected to because it does not properly 
reflect the claim language. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). It is noted 
Applicant did not address the previous objection noted from paragraph 5 of the January 
14. 2004 Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 46-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 46, last line, "said particular client" lacks antecedent basis and is not clear. 
Applicant's August 10, 2005 REMARKS have been reviewed, but are not convincing. It 
is noted that Applicant's reference to the 35 USC 103 citation was inadvertent. 
Applicant must provide adequate support for each new term introduced into a claim so 
its meets and bounds may be ascertained. As is, the Examiner cannot determine such. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

4. Claims 46-55, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Diamond et al., US 6.370,515. 

Applicant is directed towards page 4, paragraph 9 of the January 14, 2004 Office 
Action regarding Diamond. As understood. Diamonds system may be viewed as a 
shared system. 

Applicant's August 10, 2005 REMARKS have been reviewed, but are not 
convincing. Applicant argues Diamond does not disclose "a system and method for 
providing direct channel distribution that bypasses the distributors, middleman and 
retailers which use the bulk terminal automation system" is not determinative as 
Applicant does not claim such. Also, no individual clients to expand their distribution of 
products on an incremental or variable cost basis are present in the claim language. 
Thus, Applicant's REMARKS are not convincing,
